A"few days ago we had a 
few words to say in refareace 
to an informal  discassion 
between representatives of the 
Government and of Sion Fein 
as a possible prelude toan official 
conference. The situstion was 
that while both sides expressed 
willingness and even anxiety for 
further consultations, neither 
would give way regarding the 
status of Ireland’s representa- 
tives, whom Sion Fein. insis'ed 
must be treated as delegates of 
jhe Irish Republic. As the 
Government could not assent to 
this, stalamate seemed to have 


beenreached. To tentative over-; . 


tures from Mfr de Valera the 
Premier bas now replied reaffirm- 
ing Britain's fandamental posi-, 
tion, but suggesting a conference 
this month io London, ‘where 
we can meet your delegates as 
spokesmen of the people whom 
you represent.” This looks a3 if 
the Government bas decided to 
meet Sian Fein at any rate balf- 
way. Apparentiy the delegates 
ate to be at liberty to call them- 
selves what they choose; the 
Government will receive them 
simply as representing a certain 
body of Irish opinion. It is prob- 
able that the eld Tory school will 
take exception to this, and surely 
it marke the extrems limit, to 
which the Cabinet can-go. In 
such a case, ‘however, it was 


worth while waiving forms and 
ceremonies. Now that the British 
Government has given every 
possible token of its goodwill, it 
is incumbent apon those who 
have tke handling of Treland’s 
affairs at this crisis of ber fate to 
take the broad view. The world 


is no docnment to substantiale the claim of either side and 
' it was originally agreed to. settle the matter by a joint 
commission. The claim now heing made by both sides is 
purely 2 moral one from their respective points of. view. 
The Portuguese think they ought to have all the harbour 
water whilst the Chinese think they ought to have the 
strip of the inlet in front of Lappa Island.
